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About to Explode! 
Gay Theater Collective

A new show explodes on the San Francisco scene this month — The Gay Theater 


Collective's : Contents Under Pressure. 


The group’s name is almost, but not quite, familiar. 

They surfaced in 1976 as the Gay Men’s Theater Collective, with their acclaimed 
production of Crimes Against Nature, which grew out of workshop sessions. “We 
didn’t start out specifically as a theater collective,” says original member Richard 
LaRose. ‘We got together simply as a workshop of men, because most of us hadn’t 
worked in all-male companies before. We felt it was important — and it was — for men 


to work and talk about issues just as men.” 


Crimes won the 1977-78 Bay Area Theatre 
Critics Award for Best Experimental Work, 


. and then went on to play three months in 


New York. From there the show went to 
Toronto, concluding a successful run in 
December, '78. 

Back in SF, the collective began another 
project—again starting with a workshop 
structure, and this time with lesbians as well 
as gay men. 

“In a group of all men we found we were 
very limited in the issues we were able to 
deal with,” say LaRose. ‘‘We wanted women 
in the group because we want to speak to 
both the lesbian and gay male communities; 
to broaden our own viewpoint, and to show 
that lesbians and gay men can work

together. Besides, we were feminist iden- 
tified, anyway.”’ 

Vola Ruben joined the workshop last 
year. ‘‘We began with about 20 people, and 
gradually the group got smaller as people 
who realized the group wasn’t quite what 
they wanted dropped out,” she explains. 
“There are seven of us in the group now, and 
we work well with each other. Our com- 
munication is good, and we do get things 
done.” 

: Contents Under Pressure evolved from 
the workshops in much the same way 
Crimes did—through discussion, improvisa- 
tion, trial-and-error, and ‘‘a lot of collabor- 
ation,” according to Ruben. “We all had 
various ideas which we put into a melting 
pot, and which finally got shaved down to 
what we have now.” She feels that the col- 
lective process is very individual. “It grows 
to fit a particular group’s needs, and it 
always seems to be changing in some way.

There’s a constant struggle around the idea 
of shared power, instead of just one person 
making the decisions, but we’re dealing 
pretty well with that. It’s easier because 
we're so small, and because we’re learning 
to trust each other more and more.’ 

: Content addresses the effects on three 
neighboring households—two lesbians and 
a gay brother, a single mother and her 
teenage son, a gay man whose lover of six 
years has recently died—when “Kill 
Queers” is spray-painted on their building in 
the dead of night. 

Although sparked by anti-gay ‘feelings, 
the. play isn’t primarily about anti-gay 
violence. “What we’re trying to do is show 
positive images of gay people,” says 
LaRose. ‘‘We want to point out some of the 
differences between lesbians and gay men, 
and what we need to say to each other and 
to society at large about those differences. 
It’s a subject that no one else has dealt 
with.” 

Ruben feels the show has a broader ap- 
peal: ‘‘All the things we do in the collective 
can be integrated into any segment of socie- 
ty. The play doesn’t just deal with the gay 
community, but with the feelings of oppres- 
sion all minority groups can identify with.” 

Both Ruben and LaRose stress the 
humor in the show. ‘It sounds as though it 
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might be a very heavy play,” says LaRose, 
“with the ‘kill queers’ image, and the title. 
But it’s really very humorous. That’s one of 
the positive images we're trying to show, 
that there is good, positive gay humor.” 

LaRose adds that the group is serious 
about trying to bridge the gap between the 
lesbian and gay communities. “The relation- 
ships that have developed between the men 
and women in the group are strong, and we 
feel good about sharing that.”

“Community Support is needed because 
this agency sets a model for development of 
similar agencies across the country.” 

Operation Concern offers low cost coun- 
seling services for Gay men and Lesbians, 
for Gay couples, for parents of Gays, for Gay 
and Lesbian parents, for Third World Gays, 
and for the disabled. With a small salaried 
part-time clinical and administrative staff 
and many volunteers they serve about 200 
clients a month. 

Operation Concern is also actively re- 
cruiting volunteers. They need professional 
therapists to expand individual and group 
programs. Staff is needed to answer phones, 
provide crisis counseling, scheduling, ar- 
range appointments and referals, and just 
take messages. A training program for 
phone volunteers will be held in early July.
